Summer Housewarming 
at Wooster Lake. 


SERCOMBE SAVES A LIFE. 


Rescues Sam Hammersmark from 
Drowning and Then Tells 
Him How to Float Like 
a Feather. 


Along about early milking time out in Lake 
county, III., last night a bewildered lot of 
farmer folk jogged their teams homeward 
from a visit to the Spirit Fruit society, the 
new free love community established on the 
shore of Wooster lake. 

They were pondering the vibrations,“ 
“thought voltage,“ freedom of impulse, 
and other stunts of lofty thinking exhibited 
in their presence by Jacob Beilhart, the 
founder and leader of the society, to demon- 
strate his conception of the simple life. 

The occasion was the housewarming of 
the society’s new dwelling, a spacious and 
solid building of cement blocks and a red 
tile roof, constructed from cellar to garret 
and finished within and without entirely by 
the twelve resident “brothers” and “ sis- 
ters of the organization. 

About fifty nonresident members and 


miscellaneous highbrows went out from 


Chicago on the St. Paul train in the morn- 
ing and some 100 farmers drove in after din- 
ner in response to an invitation to inspect 
the premises anf learn all about love. 


Sercombe Himself Is There. 

Of course Ser¢ombe was there—Parker H., 
head of therSpencer-Whitman center and 
editor of the uplift organ, Tomorrow. Ser- 
combe himself” the simple lifers = him. 
On the hay rack. which bore the party from 
Long Lake station to Spirit Fruit farm, a 
mile distant, he explained that he was not a 
follower of Beilhart and had come more as a 
patron of all revolutionary communal experi- 
ments. ’ 

While the hay racks were depositing the 
guests from their hot ride a cheery voice 
sang out in the rear: ' 

Won't you have a drink on me?” 

A couple of perspiring city low brows 
stumbled forward in the direction of the 
voice only to confront a slight, wiry, gray 
eyed man with a tanned face and an engag- 
ing smile, who was ladling dripping dipper- 
fuls. of sparkling water from atin pail. The 
low brows had their drink on Jacob Beilhart. 
ex-Seventh Day Adventist preacher, ex-faith 
healer, ex-mental scientist. 

Close at hand Miss Beilhart, 4 good look- 
ing young woman, who is a sister of the 
leader, received with her two little children 
while their respective fathers ewung the vie- 
iting women from the hay racks. There 
were more good looking women in the back- 
ground and more children, some of the 
fathers being present and some not. All of 
which does not mean that there is not a mar- 
riage certificate on the place, for an old 
couple that moved in just the other day had 
one among their possessions. 


New House Is Inspected. 

As the visitors pressed into the wide, cool 
halis and living room of the community 
home Sercombe, in all the exuberance of his 
44 years, burst Into a reverberating bari- 
tone peen of pure ecstasy, embraced one 
“brother” and two sisters,“ and then, 
with a mighty whoop, peeled off his coat 
and began trotting about inspecting the 
rooms. Next he introduced his traveling 
companion, Ralph E. Sammons, who had 
just finished a fourteen day fast. Ralph 
said he had lost twenty pounds, but had 
found fasting sublime. A moment later 
Sercombe .piped all hands forward to view 
a triumph of fearless art he had discovered 
—a framed photograph of a 14 year old 
Adam and a 12 year Eve specially posed for 
the apple incident. Everybody raved over 
the perfect specimen of “ revolutionary art 
in the “ altogether.” 


Drowning Man Rescued. 

After this Sercombe, who thinks he ‘will 
live 125 years if he can only keep the upper 
hand of the adipose tissue, raced about the 
grounds, wrestled three farm hands to a fall, 
vaulted a barb wire fence, and led off a revo- 
lutionary swimming party. The bathing 
suits were de rigeur without exception. Ser- 
combe, with his hands clasped behind his 
head and his biceps working like Sandow's 
in the third act, danced down the plank and 
plunged in. A few minutes later he had 
rescued Sam Hammersmark of Moody’s 
magazine from drowning after the second 
sinking, After having the water wrung out 
of him, Hammersmark had to perch on the 
plank and watch Sercombe demonstrate how 
all you had to do when you found yourself 
drowning, was to turn over and float, like 
this.“ 


Nonresistance Is Taught. 

Meanwhile all through the grounds little 
groups of pure reasoners were getting up 
their thought voltage and learning all about 
*‘nonresistance,’’ which is the law of life to 
the devotees of spirit fruit. Never resist any 
impulse, any person, anything. Then, being 
free to do wrong, you won't want to. A deli- 
cious young woman, with a home mide 
Marcel tidal wave billowing up from the 
back of her neck, testified that after a two 
years’ trial of this law of life she would have 
no other. 

Only one violation of the rule of nonres!-«- 
tance was reported during theday. That was 
when J. C. rudely repulsed the suggestive ad- 
vances of Gussie, the head mosquito. J. C. 
is a mild mannered man with a faraway look, 
who never has shaved. He is called J. C. 
because he was so christened by Fra Elber- 
tus Hubbard of East Aurora, N. T., from 
whose thought works he was sent to Spirit 
Fruit farm on suspicion.’’ 

After inspecting. the house the farmers and 
the city people gathered on the lawn and 
heard Beilhart expound the fruit of the spir- 
it which is love—free and unconfined.” In im- 
maculate outing sùirt and gray trousers, this 
man who toi.s.six days in the field declared 
his rebellion against the existing order. 


“House That Just Happened.” 

The Spirit Fruit dwelling is called the 
house that just happened, because it had 
no designers except the six men and seven 
women who built it. Honoré Jaxon, a for- 
mer member of the colony, wanted to design 
the building, but Beilhart preferred to let 
it “just happen.“ 

It is a handsome structure, 70 feet wide and 
92 feet long, with large rooms, including an 


assembly room and the men's den, and spa- 


cious halls.

Exclusive Philadelphians Can’t 
Stand ‘‘Bag’’ in Knees. 


LAST SERMON ROUTS MANY. 


Mention of Bridge Whist and Pink Tea 
Empties Some of the Pews. 


Philadelphia, Pa., June 16—[Speclal. 
Because he appeared in the pulpit wearing 
unpressed trousers and because his facial 
lines had impressed some members of his 
congregation as “‘ harsh and forbidding," the 
Rev. Dr. James H. Ecob has been forced to 
resign from the fashionable First Unitarian 
church, Twenty-first and Chestnut street. 

This morning Dr. Ecob preached his vale- 
dictory sermon, bidding farewell to what he 
termed a bridge whist coterie—a pink tea 
party.“ 

This and many other rhetorical shots ap- 
parently hit the bull’s eye, for from time to 
time some dignified member of the exclusive 
congregation would make a hurried exit, 
hose in the air. The church is one of the 
oldest and most aristocratic of its denomina- 
tion in the country, and Dr. Ecob is one of the 
most democratic of speakers, taking 4 de- 
Mght in expressing his views freely on the 
equality of man. 

Hurls Defiance at Outset. 

Dr. Ecob took as the topic of his farewell 
sermon the subject, The Minister of To- 
day,” and as his text Matthew xi., 17, We 
have piped unto you and ye have not danced. 
We have mourned unto you and ye have not 
lamented.“ 

This was an unmistakab'y defiant note at 
the start, but the plain pastor's well dressed 
hearers settled themselves comfortably, as 
if confident they could stand it. 

“I propose to speak with perfect simplic- 
ity and plainess,’’ began the pastor, without 
a touch of irony in his voice. 

“Every denominational conflict, every 
heresy trial, every parish scandal, every 
treacherous attack upon a pastor is invaria- 
bly justified and sanctified by the wornout 
plea, ‘for the good of the church.’ Is it not 
time that some voice were lifted up for the 
good of the ministry?” 

Symptoms of uneasiness were discernible 
in some of the congregation. 


Only Decorative“ Ministers Wanted. 


Many ministers are deeply resenting the 
demand of the church for simply neutral, 
decorative ministry—ministry punctilious, 
ministry that tiptoes gently and graciously at 
J o'clock teas and smiles benignly at bridge 
whist tables—ministry whose pulpit utter- 
ances have the quality of what is known by 
country people as ‘fox fire,’ a pale, phos- 
phorescent glimmer, the product of decayed 
wood.“ 

At the reference to 4 o'clock teas and bridge 
whist, two of the nicely gowned women in 
the congregation marched frowningly to the 
door, while others moved uneasily as if in- 
clined to give similar expression to their dis- 
approbation. 

‘* Many churches, especially those called im- 
portant, went on the undaunted minister, 
‘want in the pulpit only this dim, lambent, 
innocuous light, the product of venerable de- 
cayed thought. 

Poor Man Should Avoid Pulpit. 

Another question respecting ministers is 
that of salary. The average man, without 
an independent income, has no business in a 
Protestant pulpit. The average wage of the 
minister is below that of a day laborer. Yet 
a laborer can live in such a house as he 
pleases, wear such Clothes as he pleases, and 
fix the scale of his householdexpenses. But 
for a minister all these things are determined 
by. the church.” 1

AUTOS EXPLODE; 8 HURT. 


Two Cars Damaged by Fire and 
Drivers Are Burned. 


HOSE TO RESCUE. 


City Official Puts Out Flames in Ex- 
Alderman’s Machine, 


Two automobiles were damaged by explo- 
sions in Austin yesterday. The drivers of 
both machines and the owner of one were 
burned. The loss to the machines was $1,300. 

An automobile owned by former Ald J. 
H. Francis, 5710 West Ontario street, secre- 
tary of the Austin Automobile club, was 
being driven in South boulevard by John 
Barrett, chauffeur for Mr. Francis. At Cen- 
tral avenue it stopped. When rrett and 
Mr. Francis got out to ascertain the trouble 
there was an explosion. Both men were 
burned on the face and hands. 

Some one brought a jar of water from a 
drug store and threw it upon the burning 
automobile. This served only to spread the 
flames. R. R. Jampolis, assistant corpora- 
tion counsel, who was watering his lawn, at 
108 Central avenue, turned his garden hose 
upon the machine and extinguished the 
flames. The loss to the automobile was $800. 
It was insured for $2,000. ° 

A crowd of more than 500 persons gath- 
ered around the machine before the fire was 
put out. 

Another Auto Also Explodes, 

Almost at the same time Norman Bassett, 
5824 West Ohio street, was driving the auto- 
mobile of Tony J. Peterson, 5902 West Ohio 
street, at Elmwood avenue and West On- 
tario streets. A plug in the lighting apparatus 
tank blew out and fumes were ignited by the 
engine. The machine was enveloped in flames 
by the explosion that followed. Mr. Bassett’s 
hands were burned. The fire was extin- 
guished by watercarfied from nearby houses. 
The damage to the machine amounted to 


$500. 
Two Motorcyclists Are Hurt. 

Two motorcyclists were injured while rid- 
ing in the south end of Jackson boulevard in 
the afternoon as a result of trying to avoid 
striking a large dog. Raymond Duncan, 40 
years old, 5307 Rosalie court, and Miss Rob- 
erta Golbeck, who lives at the same address, 
were riding together. Their machines col- 
lided and they were thrown to the road. Dun- 
can’s condition is serious, while Miss Gol- 
beck was bruised about the head and body. 


Englewood Police Arrest Nine. 

During the day the Englewood police began 
a war against automobile owners and drivers 
who drive their machines without having ob- 
tained licenses and without number plates. 
Nine persons were arrested. 

Chief of Police Shaffer of Evanston said 
his force had little trouble with automobile 
drivers last week, as they have been driving 
througa the suburb at a moderate rate. Po- 
lice authorities of Wilmette made no arrests, 
while in Glencoe the police, for the first time 
this season, warned drivers not to exceed the 


speed limit.

Sees Flaws in New Law. 


LONDON, June 17, 3 a. m.—A Special dis- 
patch from St. Petersburg to the Dally Tele- 
graph says that the new electoral law was 
precipitately drafted in secret by busy mem- 
bers of the cabinet without the assistance of 
great lawyers or experienced dignitaries, and 
that even the ministers were not unanimous, 
but divided on the subject, and the dispute 
was settled by the emperor, who sided with 
Premier Stolypin. Thus, says the dispatch, 
the law is bound to have serious defects. 
The alterations are, with one exception, par- 
tial and the essence of the law remains un- 
changed. It is doubtful whether the third 
duma, under these circumstances, will do 
much better than the second. 


HAGUE DELEGATES SEE PERIL. 


Dissolution of Duma and Plan of Ex- 
Deputies to Go There Creates 
Profound Anxiety. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®E.] 

THE HAGUE, June 16.—News of the disso- 
lution of the Russian duma today made a 
profound impression on the delegates to the 
peace conference, and led to many serious 
expressions of anxiety concerning the effect 
= the dissolution upon the work to be done 

ere. 2 

The anxiety of the situation is intensified 
by a report tonight that a number of the 
members of the late duma are coming here to 
hold a conference with the inten@ion of con- 
trasting their case with the professions ex- 
pressed in the czar’s peace conference. The: 
Dutch government would be placed in an 
intolerable position should these ex-dumalites 
adopt here a political manifesto, and to refuse 
them asylum would antagonize several of the 
great powers engaged in the peace confer- 
ence, 


American Delegation in Quandary. 


Tt ig an unquestioned fact that the confer- 
ence is entirely outside the sphere of na- 
tional politics,and the value and results of the 
delegates’ work should not be affected by the 
dissolution. But delegates from popularly 
governed countries already have misgivings 
regarding the attitude of their governments 
towards the policy now adopted in Russia. It 
is felt particularly that the position of the 
French, American, and British missions are 
rendered difficult regarding Russia, with 
which country they hoped until today to be 
able to codperate. 

Although the dissolution of the duma was 
anticipated by those who have been follow- 
ing closely recent developments in St. Peters- 
burg, the fact that such an event should 
occur simultanteously with the opening of 
the conference was generally deplored. 


Russians Prepared for News. 

The Russian delegates at the conference 
were not surprised at the news, having been 
kept fully informed as to the intentions of 
the home government. They deny, however, 
that there is any connection between the 
government's decision and M. Nelidoff's 
utterances yesterday. Extra precautions 
have been taken by the Dutch police to in- 
sure the personal safety of M. Nelidoff. Ever 
since his arrival here special detectives have 
been detailed to guard him, as the secret 
service was warned several days ago that 
an attempt to assassinate him would be made 
as he drove to the hall of knights yesterday. 

A demonstration against the peace con- 
ference was held this afternoon in a field on 
the outskirts of the city, but it was not a 
great success. The organizers of the demon- 
stration expected that Gustave Herve, the 
leader of the anti-military movement, would 
be present, but he did not appear, telegraph- 
ing that he had been detained in connection 
with legal proceedings against him at Nantes. 

The speakers were confined to Dutch ora- 
tors, who addressed about 2,000 persons 
against the idea that the various govern- 
ments really had any serious intention to 
lighten the military burdens which were 
sapping the energies of the European states, 
The peace conference they denounced as a 
comedy play to deceive the masses.

In these reports it has been stated the jingo 
party’s candidate for the place was Beron 
Kaneko. It therefore is assumed here that 
if the dispatch from Tokio about Ambassador 
Aoki’s supercession by Baron Kaneko is 
correct the jingo party has scored a victory. 
It has been alleged that the opposition re- 
garded Kaneko as a more aggressive man 
than Aoki. 

The assumption here is the Japanese gov- 
ernment has been reluctantly forcedto make 
a concession to the opposition.

Japan cordially agreed to the immigration 
exclusion clause and it was heralded everyy 
where with a great flourish of trumpets as 
a fine compromise and solution of the whole 
problem.

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AUTO RACE FULL OF PERIL 


PEKING TO PARIS CONTESTANTS 
TRAVERSE RUGGED COUNTRY. 


Correspondent of London Telegraph 
Reports Adventures Encountered 
on Way to Kalgan—Machine Often 
Sgemed Swallowed Up Between 
Walls of Reck — Passing Over 
Morass New Danger Found in Roots 
of Submerged Trees. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, June 17.—A dispatch from Kal- 
gan from a correspondent of the Telegraph, 
who is accompanying the contestants in the 
Pekin to Paris automobile race, says: 

“Our Itata car arrived Saturday morning 
after a journey of extraordinary interest. 
We left Chatauchung at 4:30 a. m. June 12, 
drawn by mules and coolies. Soon we 
reached the spurs of the Yenjan mountains. 
No real road exists there, merély paths 
created by the usual traffic. Along these we 
dragged the automobile, just as big guns are 
hauled into position. 

Road a Perilous One. 


“Hundreds of times we ran the risk of 
seeing our automobile fall over the precipice, 
dragged down by rocks, or buried in the mud. 
In the neighborhood of Shaohuathuen the 
rain had formed a morass and the car was 
buried over its axles. It was also held up by 
the immense roots of trees, which prevented 
its being drawn any farther. We had there- 
fore to work with axes to cut the roots away. 

After crossing the valley of the Huan 
river the road passes over mountains, and 
we had on our left side a precipice and on 
the right a wall of rock. It was like getting 
up a staircase cut in the rock. Every mo- 
ment we ran the danger of breaking our en- 
gine on the great bowlders in its path. 

Sometimes the road almost. disappeared 
between narrow walls, giving the impression 
that the automobile was absolutely closed in 
and could neither recede nor advance. A 
good twelve miles were passed in this man- 
ner, until we entered the sand hills of the 
plain of Shinwafa. 


Curiosity Repelled by Sticks. 

“The mandarin of Shinwafa sent two 
horses and soldiers to meet us. They had 
the appearance of brigands. They looked 
us over and then went off at a gallop towards 
the town. 

“Thence soon came a curious cavalcade 
formed of old citizens, functionaries, and 
soldiers, all desirous of seeing the mysterious 
foreign machine in motion.. The multitude 
surrounding us had to be dispersed by the 
soldiers with blows from sticks. Wemadea

REBUILDING OF CAMPANILE 
- AT LAST SHOWS PROGRESS. 


Structure Which Fell in Venice After 
Enduring Ten Centuries Being Dupli- 
cated with Reverent Care. ‘ 


VENICE, June 16.—The rebuilding of the 
famous Campanile, which was resumed on 
May 2 after a year’s suspension, is progress- 
ing as rapidly as the peculiar difficulties 
of the undertaking permit. The tower is now 
some eight feet above the plaza, and while 
this may imply slow progress when com- 
pared with the swiftness of modern con- 
struction, it must be remembered that this 
undertaking is without a parallel in the 
many considerations which arise at every 
step to confront those in charge. 

Artistic questions are constantly ing 
raised. Architects and artists almost dally 
create discussions over the minute details, 
sych as the size of stones and bricks or the 
elevation of a step to the fraction of an inch, 
and the engineers are equally as insistent on 
the quality of the mortar and the various 
problems of construction which come within 
their province, Even the workmen,.the han- 
dlers of stone and mortar, regard their la- 
bors with a peculiar love and reverence, and 
manifest the same interest in the work as do 
the artiste and the historians. 

The Campanile fell on the morning of July 
14, 1902. The foundation stone of the new 
structure was laid with great pomp and cere- 
mony on April 25, 1908. The new 
stands on the same foundations as the old,

“There is no power in the world that wilt 
force England to grant home rule to Ireland 
save that which makes any other course sui- 
cidal. People generally see no reason for 
Trish independence when no such desire is 
expressedd by the people of Scotland and 
Wales. Let the Scotch be English if they 
wish, but a true-born Irishman would rather 
die than to submit to such degradation. 

It should also be remembered by Amer- 
loans that it was England that ind uced Japan 
to attack Russia, and now that this overbear- 
ing little nation is gxhibiting irritation 
against the United States, it is British mer- 
chants behind it. I for one wish the counsels 
of the wise’ men in congress for the last

cial. sanction to the certificates that would 
greatly aid in their sale by the assurance 
thereby given to the buyer. 

Mr. Knapp said it was his belief that the 
general railroad situation would improve. 
He pointed out that confidence in the integ- 
rity and value of leading railroad securities 
had been restored and that the danger of 
further drastic legislation by the state seems 
nearly to have disappeared. 

„ Already, I think.“ he continued, there is 
a permanent belief that some legislation has 
been unwise.”’ In this connection Mr. Knapp 
strongly approved the veto by Gov. Mughes 
of New York of the 2 cent law and the three 
brakemen bills. 

Vast Improvement Noted. 
“It is very plain to me, Mr. Knapp con- 


tinued, that within recent years there has 


been a vast improvement in the methods of 
rallway management as respects the obliga- 
tions of the railways to the public, If the 
practices which were characteristic and al- 
most universal less than two years ago are 
compared with the practices which now gen- 
erally obtain, it will be seen that an im- 
mense advance has been made toward cor- 
rect and impartial dealing. 

It is coming to be understood as a part of 
the habitual thought of our people that the 
right to use the facilities of public carriages 
is a political right rather than a contract 
right; and, therefore, any preference or ad- 
vantage given to one person or one class of 
persons is a distinct invasion of the political 
richts of all other persons.

Would Permit Combination. 


Mr. Knapp tndorsed the proposal to exempt 
railways from the operation of the Sherman 
anti-trust law to the extent at least of per- 
mitting them to make pooling arrangements 
subject to certain restrictions. The belief 
prevails in some quarters that, if pooling 
were permitted, under governmental super- 
vision, a step would thus be taken in the direc- 
tion of nullifying the anti-trust act as far as 
the railroads are concerned, thereby remov- 
ing the inconsistencies in the enforcement of 
the act to regulate commerce and the act 
aimed at combinations in restraint of trade, 

Mr, Knapp said that such a concert of 
action between roads, through legalized 
traffic associations, was absolutely necessary 
to the suitable conduct of railway operations 
and altogether in the public interest.

DEATH RATE STILL DECREASING. 


Improvement in Weather Conditions

Weather conditions and their effect upon 
the public health are bringing about a change 
in Chicago's mortality record, according jo 
the health department's weekly bulletin. 

Although the average record for last week 
was 12 per cent greater than the average 
for the last decade, it is lower than that of 
the week previous. Health authorities be- 
lieve the record for the rate for June should 
be less than the decade's average. 

During the week there were 571 deaths from 
all causes, three less than the sever days 
preceding. In the same week last year there 
were only 436 deaths. The greatest number 
of deaths during the week were due to pneu- 
monia, eighty-six persone being victims of

Some of the Would-Be Slayers May 
Have Seen Em, Because the Com- 
miseariat Wagon That Went Out 
Full Came Back Empty—And the 
Sexton’s Wife Is Stil Unre- 
venged. 


Hastings, Mich., June 16.—Special.]— 
Four hundred men, women, and children 
gathered today to witness the beginning of 
the hunt for the snake, belleved to have es- 
caped from a circus many years ago, which 
was seen last week by the wife and daughter 
of the sexton. They reported that it was 
much longer than when seen a month ago 
by a farmer.

It has been an inhabitant of 
Hastings, according to different historiana 
for from twenty-five to forty years. In all 
of that time it has never been known to 
steal a pig or even a chicken. The worst it 
ever did was to make eyes at the sexton's 
wife. 

Gallant Band Takes Up Chase. 

Commander Sylvester Greusel, accoutered 
in the white helmet, red sword, and belt of a 
Knights of Pythias, and waving his flashing 
sword, set the hunt in motion today. 

“Let him who finds the varmint fire three 
shots in the alr as a signal. Everybody lie 
down flat when the shots are fired. Then 
hasten towards the monster's lair,“ instruct- 
ed the commander general. 

Bill Michael, the second in command, was 
equipped to meet any snake that crawls. He 
carried a baseball mask, a pair of tongs to 
extract ite fangs, a bait box, a tin dagger, 
and a landing net. 

George Edwards, manager of the opera 
house, carried a stone tomahawk and an 1863 
musket, and a bird cage. Ald. Esau Cannon, 
the tallest man in town, was there to shake 
the reptile down in case he wastreed. Then 
there was Bing Lewis, pioneer snake killer 
of Barry county, and Noisy Smith from 
Quimby, who was expected to scare the brute 
to death. Lieut. Com. John Weissert and 
City Clerk Jim Patten each carried a bottle 
of chloroform. 

Catch no Snake, but See ’Em. 

There were thirty-four shotgun men and 
Hank Barnaby. Hank was the most impor- 
tant man on the hunt, as it turned out he 
had charge of the commissary wagon, and 
it was not ham sandwiches that clinked in 
the wagon as they started out. 

For forty: years that snake has been here 
and is thirty-six feet long and as big as a bar- 
rel,” said Bill Michael. 

He escaped from a traveling circus forty 
years ago when the wagon tipped over, near 
the cemetery.

Frightened by the unexpected familiar- 
ity the boy strove to push it off his shoulder 
and was bitten in the hand. 


Start “Mad Squirrel” Scare. 

After his wound had been cauterized the 
family formed a theory that perhaps the 
squirrel had been bitten by a mad dog which 
ran wild in the town a week ago, and the 
police were asked to kill it. No such thing 
as a squirrel afflicted with hydrophobia was 
recognized by the department and no action 
was taken. 

In the afternoor young Ericson again saw 
the little creature on the lawn surrounding 
his home, and with three older brothers, 
Elmer, Norman, and Willard, began a chase. 
Sticks and stones were thrown and at last 
it was cornered and killed.

Two young men were drowned yesterday 
while swimming in sight of companions. / 

Edward Wendt, 20 years old, 275 Armitage 
avenue, had gone to a picnic of the Danish 
brotherhood with Miss Annie Boe, 19 years 
old, 619 Humboldt avenue, to whom he was 
to have been married on June 26. In the 
afternoon he went with several other young 
men to an abandoned quarry outside the 
grounds to take aswim. William Wendt, 22 
years old, a brother, advised against it, but 
Edward was not to be dissuaded. 

In a few minutes he had entered the water 
and started swimming for the other side of 
the pool. His brother and those with him 
watched the swimmer with misgivings. 
When half way across the pool he sank 
where the water was twenty feet deep. 


Rescue Defeated by Struggle. 

Before he again reached the surface one of 
his companions, Edward Kidro, had entered 
the water and was swimming toward him. 
When Wendt reappeared Kidro seized him by 
the hand and them started with him for the 
bank. 

Wendt tried to seize his rescuer anda strug- 
gle ensued. To save himself Kidro was 
forced to release Wendt, who sank again and 
did not reappear. Kidro dived repeatedly 
for him, but was unsuccessful. 

A few minutes later Miss Boe learned of the 
drowning and she hurried to the, quarry, 
whose banks were soon crowded with 
friends of the young man. The body event- 
ually was recovered. 

Boy Drowns in River. 

Walter Martenson, 17 years old, 1557 West 
Berteau avenue, fell into the Chicago river 
near Fortyreighth avenue. His brothers, 
Nels, 16 years old, and Harold, 15 years 
old, stood on the river bank for a few min- 
utes watching his struggles, but were afraid 
to venture into the water because of their 
inability to swim. Then they hurried to the 
Irving Park police station and reported the 
accident, but when the police reached the 
river the boy had drowned. The body was 
not recovered.

Some employers encourage drink by per- 
mitting men who drink to work whenever 
they are soher and paying no attention to 
the family, which is being robbed and abused. 
If a man found that he could not get work, 
no matter how skillful he was, unless he re- 
mained steady he would have an impulse to 
keep 80. 

“I have always been a great admirer of 
Roosevelt, but as long ae he has chosen to 
give his opinion and advice on so many mat- 
ters I should like to see him tackle this great 
liquor wild beast and get his gun out for 
some of these industrial conditions. It is 
not popular, but it is bound to come.“ 


Criticises Slum Crusaders. 

The Rev. William E. McLennan of Beiden 
Avenue church spoke of the young girls who 
took part last week in a crusade in the 
slums and said it was dangerous to permit 
children to visit haunts of vice. He insisted, 
however, that it is shameful’ for the city to 
permit the existence of places of evil upon 
which. children may not look without blight.

Tells Aim of Education. 

The Rev. Dr. F. W. Gunsaulus preached 
in the morning at Mandel hall, University of 
Chicago, filling an appointment made orig- 
inally for the Rev. Dr. John Watson, who 
died a few weeks ago while on a tour of this 
country. A memorial service for Dr. Wat- 
gon preceded the sermon. 

“ The ultimate end of education,“ said Dr. 
Gunsaulus, “is not the acquirement of in- 
formation, but the development of char- 
acter. It is a complex and many sided jewel; 
its progress comes by the wedding of law 
and liberty, necessity and freedom. 

“Peter was in prison, but the greatest 
things of Mfe have been done by men in 
prison. There are voluntary and involun- 
tary prisons; gates of life that are unlocked 
by God and gates that must be unlocked by 
man himself. 

One of the commonest of the prisons in 
which we find a man is the limiting wals 
of poverty. But I say to you that when God 
ig really in earnest with a man he cannot 
risk making him rich. He wants a man 
who can do without money, a man who can- 
not be bought, a man whose wealth is in his 
“heart and hands and brain and not in his 
bank stock and the check he writes, a man 
who is entirely independent of the limita- 
tions of life. God will never open a prison 
door for you til) you can stay in that prison 
and be a man.” 


STRONG SPEECH ISCONDEMNED. 


Dr. Little Tells University Graduates 
That Stalwart Talkers Should Be 
Kept Out of Colleges. 


Careful thinking rather than flaming 
speech was insisted on by the Rev. Charles J. 
Little, president of Garrett Biblical institute, 
Evanston, in his baccalaureate sermon yes- 
terday to the graduating class of Northwest- 
ern university. 

“Just now the stalwart talker is braying 
from every part of the horizon,“ he said. 
Like his brother, the camel, he has poked 
his nose of late years into the college tent. 
Neither his nose nor his mouth has any busi- 
ness there. 

The college is the place of serene, steady, 
conscientious, careful thinking; it is the 
place of precise, tranquil, cogent utterance. 
Strong speech may provoke applause, but in 
a time of social unrest it produces a danger- 
ous inflammation. It is unworthy of the 
modern scholar and the American citizen.“

MOTHER IN DEEP GLOOM. 


Trip to Portugal Abandoned and 
an Unhappy Wedding Ro- 
mance Is Revealed.

The coffin holds the remains of baby Rodri- 
gues, six months old, daughter of Mary and 
When the infant died in 
a oar of the Chicago and Northwestern im- 
migrant train from the west early yesterday 
morning just outside of Chicago, Mrs. Rodri- 
gues’ errand of peace came to anend. The 
young mother now occupies a cell at the Chi- 
cago avenue police station. Her husband, the 
chief cause of the proposed trip across the 
continent and to Portugal, is lying near death 
in a hospital at San Francisco. 


Baby asa Peace Offering. 


When baby Rodrigues first saw the light 
of day in a hovel in San Francisco Its father 
was so weak as to be unable to supply food 
fot his family. 

Mrs. Rodrigues had written repeatedly for 
assistance to her father, who is reputed to be 
a wealthy merchant in southern Portugal, but 
the letters were returned unopened. So, 
some. weeks ago she decided she would carry 
her baby to her father as 4 peace offering. 
After many days of hard work the money to 
pay the passage to Europe was secured. 

Before Mrs. Rodrigues started on her jour- 
ney her husband was taken to a charity bed 
im a hospital Then some ailment peculiar 
to bables seized the child and it died as the 


train entered Chicago. 


Tells Her Unhappy Romance. 


At the police station in the afternoon the 
mother told in broken English the particulars 
of her unhappy romance. She told of 
Rodrigues’ courtehip and her marriage to 
him against the wishes of her father. Her 
father, she said, was an influential merchant 
and wished her to marry a man who had 
business prospects. Rodrigues hoped to find 
prosperity in the great western world. So 
she married him, came to the United States, 
and her husband learned that there was a 
in San 
Francisco. The long trip was made only to 
find that the outlook was not as promising as 
had been expected. 

Then came illness. Rodrigues broke down 
and was compelled to stop work just before 
the baby was born. Mary decided the 
only thing that remained was to appeal to her 
father. Evidently he was true to his promise 
that he never would see or hear of his daugh- 
ter again if she insisted upon violating his 
command. 

**I don’t know now what I'll do,“ the wom- 
an said in despair. “* Baby’s gone and every- 
thing is black. I suppose I'l! go back to Call- 
fornia.”* 

The mother will be detained in Chicago 
until after the inquest over hér baby, which 
was set for an early hour this morning. 


EPISCOPAL CHURCH OBSERVES 
TERCENTENARY ANNIVERSARY. 


Services Commemorate Founding of 
That Denomination in the United 
States at Jamestown, Va., in 1607. 


The three hundredth anniversary of the 
founding of the Episcopal church in America 
was observed yesterday throughout the Unit- 
ed States. Special services both morning and 
evening were held in many of the Episcopal 
churches of Chicago and its suburbs. 

In Grace church, Oak Park, the Rev. Ernest 
V. Shayler, preached a sermon, commemor- 
ating the establishment of the Episcopal 
church at Jamestown, Va., in 1607. Describ- 
ing the first Episcopal house of worship built 
in America, the rector said: 

“The church was quickly built, as their 
cabins were, and according to their own 
description was primitive indeed. An old 
sail served for an awning, unhewed trees for 
seats, and a bar of wood nailed to two trees 
for a pulpit. Here the holy communion was 
celebrated three hundred years ago. In 
the church at Jamestown was held the first 
meeting of a body of legislators, known as 
the ‘house of burgesses,’ elected July 80, 
1619.“

CLUB AWAITS BAL BAR RULING 


SOUTH SHORE CASE 10 un DECID- 
ED IN A FEW DAYS.

Illinois Supreme Court Expected, te 
Rule This Week on Right of Or- 
ganizetion to Dispense Drinks 
Without City License—“Storel 
er” to Become “Rarkistpee Seek 
ers Have Provided Cocktails at 7 
Cents and Later 10 Cents. 


A decision of the Supreme court of IlMnols 


is expected this week on the question ot 


whether the South Shore Country club has 
the right to dispense liquors to its members 
and guests without a city license. 

If the court shall overrule the contention of 
the Hyde Park Protective association, the 
club’s “ storekeeper ’’ will become a “ bar- 


keeper "’ again, and the price of cocktails and 


highbalis will advance from 10 cents to 15 
cents. For, be it known to Arthur Burrage 
Farwell and his followers, the club members 
have not suffered from thirst, even though the 
„ bar was abolished last winter. When 
the bar was removed 500 lockers were put in 
there may be more now, for the club man- 
agement is secretive on the point. 


Lockers Can Hold Much. 

Every member of the club who desires & 
locker has one and the lockers are large 
enough to contain a case of champagne, a 
jug of whisky, and a dozen or two bottles of 
miscellaneous wines and liquors. The lock- 
er system, on paper, is enough to make a 
thirsty golf player's mouth water, but in 
practice one or two difficulties have arisen. 


At the start the charge for serving mem 


bers their own liquor was fixed at 7 cents a 
drink. Under this schedule the profits of the 
club proved to be somewhat less than under 
the system of keeping a bar and selling the 
liquor to members. 

The other difficulty arose from a contingent 
of the membership which is unable to find 
ways to spend its money. To these people 
the item, 7 cents, was quite too sugges- 
tive of old fashioned economy. They had 
never heard of the 8, 9, 11, and 12 cent 
charges for drinks and cigars common in 
some of the most exclusive clubs of the east. 


Price of Drinks Advanced. 

So the club advanced the price of serving 
drinks to 10 cents. This charge looked ex- 
cessive to most members and led to criticism 
of the management. 

The most serious trouble arose, however, 
it became apparent that the “ leak- 
from lockers was excessive. Inven- 
of various lockers show from one to 
four bottles ‘missing and parts of the con- 
tents of other bottles gone. Letters of com- 
plaint on this score sent to Manager A. H. 
Johnston have been unanswered. 

For the sake of peace the members hope 
for a Supreme court decision to have a 
barkeeper instead of a storekeeper. 
Such a decision would also regularize the 
situation of the Saddle and Cycle club, 
which, though in prohfbition territory and 
having no license, has always sold liquor to 
its members.

CARNEGIE INSTITUTE TO BE 
UNIVERSITY FOR THE PEOPLE. 


Instructors Will Be Employed in All 
Departments with Lectures on Lit- 
erature, Art, and Music. 


Pittsburg, Pa., June 16.—[Special. }—Samuel 
Harden Church, secretary of the board of 
trustees of the Carnegie institute, gave outa 
statement today which indicates the big $10,- 
000,000 institution within the next few years 
will be turned into a university for the people. 
It ig stated that its opportunities, in every 
branch of the arts and sciences, will be of 
such magnitude that the Carnegie institute 
of Pittsburg will attract more Europeans to 
this country than American tourists who now 
go to Paris and London to visit the Louvre 
and the British museum. 

It is designed to use the institute in a way 
that will polish off the education obtained at 
technical schools. Mr. Church says inetruc- 
tors may be employed not only in the mu- 
seum but in all other departments, with lec- 
tures on literature, art, and music. Lec- 
tures are to be an adjunct to organ recitals, 
concerts by the Pittsburg orchestra, and in- 
struction obtained at the library. It is planned 
to turn each department into what may be 
termed a school. 

While all departments will be open contin- 
ually to visitors, special classes will be con- 
ducted and guides who take tourists and oth- 
ers through the building will be expected to 
have such a familiarity with things seen that 
the 1 on them will be highly educa- 
tional.

ANOTHER DUMA’S LIFE CUT SHORT. 

The second duma has gone the way of 
the first. The next one probably will be 
more tractable than its predecessors, be- 
cause it will represent a differént con- 
stituency. The czar and his advisers 
blundered, as the event proved, by giv- 
ing the suffrage to so many and by de- 
claring that the electoral law should not 
be modified without the consent of the 
duma. It was the ignorant belief of the 
ezar’s advisers that the peasants were 
blindly devoted to him and that their 
representatives would do whatever they 
were told was acceptable to him. In two 
dumas those representatives have shown 
themselves intractable. They have had 
but one thought, and that most objection- 
able to the czar— the transfer of the large 
landed estates to the peasants without 
compensation, 

Under the pretense of construing the 
electoral laws the gouncil of the_empire 
modified them so as to deprive of their 
votes many persons who had participated 
in the elections to the first duma, but the 
second was little more obedient than the 
first. What the government wants is a 
duma that will approve its budget, author- 
ize any loans it may wish to make, and 
that will abstain from all attempts to 
change existing institutions radically. To 
get such a duma the government has to 
do something in the nature of a coup 
d'état. It has to change an electoral law 
which it renounced the right to change in 
order that there may be a duma which 
shall represent property—especially land 
—rather than labor. The statement that 
the change is made to provide against 
“the submergence of the educated classes 
by the uneducated masses simply means 
that the millions of uneducated peasants 
cannot be depended on to elect acceptable 
representatives, 

The two dumas have been a disappoint- | 
ment to the czar. So have they been to 
those who had hoped that the representa- 
tives of the Russian people would make 
an intelligent, practical use of the limited 
power conferred upon them. That they 
The capacity of the 
mass of the people for representative gov- 
ernment has not been fully developed, and 
it may be that a duma elected on a more 
restricted suffrage basis will do more for 
the people than its predecessors. 

It is predicted that the dissolution will 
be the signal for the revolutionary ele- 
ment to recommence hostilities. So many 
predictions as to what would happen in 
Russia have been falsified that there can 
be no confidence in those which are now 
heard, Even if there shall be strikes and 
riots, the government, which has with- 
stood so many serious assaults, presum- 
ably will be able to weather a new storm. 


STREET SIGNS AND NUMBERS. 
The compliments of. citizens, as well 


proffered to the superintendent of delir- 
eries at the postoffice, who has given to 
the council committee a few wholesome 
suggestions as to its duty in the matter 
of providing names and numbers fer 
streets. He has called the attention of 
the committee to the regulation that un- 
less a street has sidewalks, names on 
the corners, and numbers on the houses, 
the carriers are not obliged to deliver 
mail. That mail has been delivered in 
spite of notable deficiencies is due en- 
tirely to the courtesy of the department. 
It is reported that the committee was 
startled by this information, and that it 
is preparing to do something for the bet- 
terment of conditions. For many months 
a general complaint has been voiced 
against the wretched system, or, rather, 
lack of system, of designating the streets. 
Bad as it is in the business district, it is 
infinitely worse in the distant residence 
portions, where a man may travel for 
many blocks without encountering an in- 
formative sign giving the name of the 
street or avenue. If he does succeed in 
finding such a sign it is usually where 
he would least expect to find it. One 
favorite place is just above the high elec- 
tric Nght, seen with the aid of opera 
glasses by day and absolutely impossible 
to see by night. If by any chance a sign 
is removed, or the glass on which it has 
been put is broken, the city is assured 
that it has done its entire duty in the 
premises and thereafter the public may 
depend on intuition for its guidance. 
Visitors in Chicago complain long and 
bitterly of the difficulty they experience 
in finding their way about the city. Cit- 
izens are almost resigned to their fate, 
believing that the absence of street signs 
is a part of the general scheme of 
municipal education. They are a little 
encouraged by the rumor that at last ac- 


tion is to be taken toward simplifying 


the matter of finding any given street 
and house. 


SAVING THE REMNANTS. 

George Catlin’s books on the Americar 
Indian show pictures in which great herds 
of buffalo are indicated, the whole field of 
vision being covered by these animals. 
Now there are a few small herds which 
are being carefully watched to preserve 
the type from complete destruction. There 
is no dohbt that thousands of the animals 
were killed wantonly when the rough rid- 
ers of the plains a generation ago boasted 
of their exploits in the chase. The earnest 
efforts which are now being made to pre- 
serve even small] herds tell of the realiza- 
tion of the mistakes of the past.

house of Borghese, since his father, Don 
Paolo, the nominal head of the family, has 
for many years been under restraint as a 
lunatic. Unfortunately he was not de- 
prived of the management of his affairs 
until he had involved himself in ruin through 
foolish real estate speculations, and, owing 
to this, the famous Borghesé collection of 
pictures, which enjoyed a worldwide 
celebrity, and also the lovely villa Bor- 
ghese and park at Rome passed out of his 
possession into the hands of the govern- 
ment. Don Scipio was at one moment men- 
tioned as a suitor for the hand of the daugh- 
ter of W. K. Vanderbilt, now duchess of 
Marlborough. But the match did not ma- 
terialize, and he married instead the hefress 
of the Ferraris of Genoa, whose enormous 
wealth comes to them from their manu- 
facture of silks, and whose ducal title is of 
an extremely modern creation. 

The Borgheses, besides being Ronlan 
patricians and Spanish grandees of the first 
class, are likewise members of the French 
nobility, possessing a French dukedom, 
which was conferred by the first Napoleon 
in 1803 upon Prince Camillo Borghese, who 
married Pauline*Bonaparte, the most beau- 
tiful of all the sisters of the French emperor. 
It was Princess Pauline who sat as a model 
for Canova's famous statue of Venus, and 
who, when asked whether she had not been 
rendered uncomfortable by the scantiness of 
her costume, replied: 

O, no! Tnere was a fire in the room.“ 

— 

Pope Paul V. was a member of the, Bor- 
ghese family, which is allied by marriage to 
the English noble house of Talbot, to the 
ducal family of La Rochefoucauld in France, 
to the Belgian and German ducal houses of 
Arenberg, to the Hungarian princely families 
of Esterhazy and Hunyadi, and to the Span- 
ish ducal house of Alba. In fact, it is no 
exaggeration to describe the Borgheses as re- 
lated to most of the great houses of Europe. 

They are well known in the United States, 
where they have been frequent visitors, 
while one of them, Don Livio, brother of 
Don Scipio, is in the diplomatic service, and 
was for a time, I believe, attached to the 
Itallan embassy, at Washington. The Bor- 
gheses, although belonging to the oldest 
patriciate of Rome, form part of the aris- 
tocracy that is on friendly terms with the 
quirinal, and Don Scipio is a particular 
friend of the duke of Aosta, in whose regi- 
ment he served for a time. e looks more 
Uke an Austrian or an Englishman than an 
Italian, having ‘inherited the blue eyes and 
fair hair of that once beautiful blonde, his 
mother, who was a Countess Apponyi of 
Hungary. Since the restoration of the 
fortunes of his house through his mar- 
riage he has been able to recover possession 
of his splendid palace at Rome, which dates 
from the Borghese Pope Paul V., and which 
is largely built, as so many of the palaces 
of that era are, with stone and material 
taken from ancient monuments. After the 
ruin of Don Paolo the palace was rented 
for a time by the trustees of his bankruptcy 
to the grand orient of Itallan freemasonry, 
much to the horror of the vatican, where 
the utmost relief was felt when Don Scipio 
was able to get rid of his unwelcome tenants, 
and to dispense with the money which they 
have been paying him for rent. 

a 

Gen. Sir Arthur Ellis, who has just died 
in such a dramatizally sudden fashion atthe 
opera in London during the state perform- 
ance in honor of the king and queen of Den- 
mark, was something more than the mere 
equerry of King Edward, for he was con- 
troller of accounts in the lord chamberlain’s 
department. The title is misleading, for the 
office is virtually that of permanent chief of 
the lord chamberlain's department. The lord 
chamberlain changes with the administra- 
tion, whereas the controller remains, so that 
it is upon him that depends the major portion 
of the work, and, above all, its continuity. 
The importance of this will be appreciated 
when it is borne in mind that it is with the 
lord chamberlain’s department that rests the 
responsibility of investigating the antece- 
dents of people wishing to be presented at 
court and of keeping track of the doings of 
those who have already been presented, #0 
that in the event of their becoming involved 
in any public or private scandal, or even con- 
ducting themeelves so as to give rise to talk 
of a questionable character, they may be tem- 
porarily or permanently barred from court. 
In one word, the lord chamberlain's depart- 
ment is the species of Cerberus that guards 
the portals of King Edward's court, and 
which is the censor of the morals and of the 
conduct of all those who either belong there- 
to or who have aspirations in that direction. 

— 

Of course, it needs a man enjoying the 
most unique knowledge of English and for- 
eign society for the office of permanent chief 
of this department, and Gen. Sir Arthur 
Ellis was exceptionally fitted for the post. 
During the three decades that he was with 
the then prince of Wales as equerry he may 
be said to have been the member of the royal 
household who kept in closest touch with 
society at home and abroad, and who more 
than any one else helped to keep his master 
posted on the gossip and scandal of the day. 
Possessed of a perfect knowledge of French, 
and especially of German, there was no one of 
the king’s entourage who was more intimate- 
ly acquainted with everything that has 
taken place during the last forty years at 
the courts and in the society of Vienna, Ber- 
lin, Paris, and St. Petersburg; and, being 
blessed with a singularly retentive memory, 
Sir Arthur was able to exercise a greater 
care in the admission of foreigners at court 
during his term of office as controller than 
was the case during the previous reign. King 
Edward had this in view in selecting him 
for the controllership, for, as heir apparent, 
he often manifested his indignation at the 
ignorance displayed by the lord chamber- 
lain’s department in regard to foreign mat- 
ters, while he has time and again spoken 
with warm appreciation of the extraordinary 
knowledge possessed by Ellis of continental 
court life and society with which he himself 
—that is, the king—is acquainted to a de- 
gree that amazes foreigners. 

— 

Sir Arthur was a courtly and good look- 
ing man, with most velvety manners and 
dulcet toned voice. Possessed of fine ar- 
tistic tastes and a good deal of a connois- 
seur, he was in the habit of acting as expert 
and adviser in most artistic questions to 
King Edward. That Sir Arthur was a par- 
ticular favorite of either Queen Alexandra 
or of her children may be doubted, and he 
was less at Sandringham—that is to say, in 
the intimate circle of the queen and her chil- 
dren—than any other member of the King’s 
household. Nor was he popular either at 
court or in society. Rightly or wrongly, he 
was credited with an extremely jealous dis- 
position—that is to say, Jealous of the favor 
of his royal patron, and with an anxiety to 
keep away from Edward VII. any one likely 
to become a favorite. 

Sir Arthur was a veteran of the Crimean 
war, but saw no active service afterwards. 
He became connected with the court forty- 
five years ago, and from that time forth 
all his military promotion—that is to say, 
from the rank of subaltern to that of gen- 
eral—was won not as a soldier but as an at- 
tendant upon royalty. He was a grandson 
of the sixth Lord Howard de Walden and 
guardian of the present peer of that name 
during the latter’s minority, and married the 
daughter of the first and last Lord Taunton, 


‘thereby becoming a cousin ot Henry Labou- 


chere, proprietor of London Truth.

Washington, D. C., June 16.—[Special.]— 
There is to be a thorough reorganization 
ot, the immigration inspection service. New 
rules relating to the admission of aliens 
will be promulgnted by Secretary Straus this 

week. Following their issue, the secretary 
intends to visit the northern and southern 
borders of the United States, the Pacific 
slope, and Hawaii. 

The results of the rules and of the setre- 
tary’s inspection trip is expected to be a 
‘reduction in the number of persons who 
smuggle themselves across the borders, and 
the framing of a report which will be used 
by the state department as the basis of its 
representations to Japan and China in con- 

nection with the negotiation of new immigra- 
‘don treaties with those countries. \

Immigration Still to Grow. 

There is no expectation on the part of Sec- 
retary) Straus that the modification of the 
rules he has ordered and his trip will reduce 
immigration. Indeed, it is confidently be- 
lleved that the number of immigrants will 
steadily increase until hard times come or 
the opportunities which now attract aliens 
have ceased to exist. 

The statistics of immigration for the last 
fiscal year give 1,100,722 as the number of 
aliens admitted, and those for the eleven 
months of the present fiscal year are 150,000 
beyond that figure. Commissioner General 


Sargent predicts that the total immigration: 


this year will reach 1,400,000, 

The rules to be issued, which will conform 
the service to the law approved by the pres- 
ident in March, will not make radical 
changes. The head tax which 16 imposed 
upon every alien entering the United States, 
save those who have had uninterrupted resi- 
dence of one year in Canada, Newfoundland. 


Cuba, or Mexico, will be $4 instead of 32. 


Aliens entering the island territories of the 
United States need not pay the head tax. 
The rules add to the excluded classes, 
clarify certain provisions of the existing law 
with reference to contract labor, and make 
other minor changes. Transportation lines 
will be penalized fur negligent fallure to pre- 
vent the improper landing of aliens or 
promptly to comply: with deportation orders. 
ae 


Will Provide Information. 


Secretary Straus has arranged for the or- 
ganization of a division of information in the 
bureau of immigration and naturalization, 
its duty, under the law, being to promote the 
beneficial distribution of aliens admitted to 
the United States among the several states 
and territories. 

This division will correspond with the 
proper officials of states and territories and 
gather from aM available soufces useful in- 
formation regarding the resources, products, 
and physical characteristics of each state 
and territory, and publish it in different 
languages. The publication will be handed 
to all admitted aliens at the immigration 
stations. 

The rules prepared by the secretary au- 
thorize the agents of a state or territory to 
have access to aliens who have been ad- 
mitted for the purpose of presenting either 
orally or in writing any special inducement 
offered by the state or territory for settle- 
ment. 

Through this division and the establishment 
of stations at Galveston, Tex., New Or- 
leans, La., and Charleston, 8. C., it is hoped 
by the department to end the congestion of 
aliens in the ports of arrival and in the big 
cities and distribute them in sparsely set- 
tled portions of the country. 

— 


Deport Smuggled Immigrants. 

It is the intention of the department to 
designate the places where immigrants will 
be admitted, If it should be found within 
three years that an alien living within the 
United States failed to enter through the 
designated immigration stations, he must be 
deported at once. For the purpose of carry- 
ing out this provision, the commissioner gen- 
eral of immigration has been 1 to 
secure information. 

It is expected that this authority will enable 
the ‘immigration bureau to check the smug- 
gling of Japanese, Chinese, or other undesir- 
able aliens across the Canadian and Mexican 
frontiers. There is no doubt that this smug- 
gling is serious, especially in ‘the cases of 
Astatſes who are debarred by law and treaty. 

Secretary Straus is satisfied that the Jap- 
anese government is loyally carrying out is 
agreement not to grant passports to subjects 
for the continental United States who belong 
to the laboring class. His reports show that 
a number of Japanese have sneaked across 
the Canadian and Mexican borders, and he 
knows that the greater clamor has been 
raised by Japanese in Hawaii, who want ad- 
migsion irfto this country. 

> 


Will Be Frank with Japs. 

It is likely that when the secretary reaches 
Hawali he will talk frankly with the Jap- 
anese. No doubt can be felt about the secre- 
tary’s admiration for the people of their race 
since his delivery of the address at the ban- 
quet to Gen. Kuroki in New Yofk, in the 
course of which hesaid: ‘* Japan, which has 
learned much from the west, has even more 
to teach the west. Persistency, self-control, 


and preparedness are among her national 


qualities; her officers exemplify the highest 
skill united with the highest patriotism; her 
soldiers, while reckless in their bravery in 
sacrificing their own lives, are uniformly 
humane even to their enemies, and no nation 
is servéd by a more competent diplomatic 
body of men of reliability, Judgment, and 
moderation.“ 

But while the secretary so strongly admires 
the Japanese he is heartily in accord with the 
policy of excluding those of the laboring 
classes. It may be expected therefore that 
he will tell the Japanese of Hawall that their 
admission cannot be considered. 

When he returns to Washington he will 


have valuable information as to the purposes 


and desires of this race which will be most 
useful in conneotion with the negotiation of a 
new immigration treaty by Secretary Root 
and Ambassador Aoki. 

— 


Expect Clash Over Treaty, 

That treaty, must contain, unless the pres- 
ent temper of the senate radically changes, 
a provision specifically excluding Japanese 
laborers. Whether the Tokio government 
will consent to anything of the kind is ques- 
tlonable, in view of the agitation which has 
been shaking Japan since the enactment here 
of passport regulation. 

If the present situation furnishes any in- 
dication it would seem the negitation of a 
new treaty will be accompanied by grave 
difficulties and may endanger further the 
good relations of the United States and 
Japan. 

The treaty now in force expires in 1911. 
Japan will not renew it under any circum- 
stances. It is not at all improbable that if 
negotiations for a new treaty fail a de- 
termined effort will be made to secure the 
enactment by congress of a bill specifically 
excluding the Japanese instead of relying 
upon the Japanese government to keep the 
laborers at home. 

Japan would resent this action to the point 
of war, according to what her diplomats have 
said, for the reason that she proposes to 
insist upon the social equality of her people 
with those of western nations. So far as 
China is concerned, she is perfectly willing 
to accept the passport solution, believing 
that its adoption will heal the wound to her 
dignity suffered as the result of the exclusion 
by law enforced by the United States.

There is less exagge\ation in the creation 
of the types than usual, and the slender story 
winds its way along p-acidly and quietly. 
The usual melodramatic devices are conspic- 
uous by their absence, and no effort is made 
to provide more than a quietly moving play, 
which is essentially clean and moral in its 
tone. That these qualities are duly appre- 
ciated after all the claptrap and mock 
heroics so common to plays of this clase was 
evidenced by the liberal applause of the audi- 
ence. 

The plot revolves around a broad minded 
young clergyman who falls in love with the 
hotelkeeper's daughter, and is man enough 
to stand by the woman he loves in spite of 
all the petty annoyances and worries cast at 
him by his congregation. The climax is 
reached when the organist and choir mem- 
bers refuse to take part in the church serv- 
ice unless the young woman resigns from the 
choir. The minister calls for a volunteer 
organist, and a tramp, who has been hang- 
ing around the vile for some time, re- 
spends to the invitation and plays. 

Ultimately the organist turns out to be a 
long lost brother of the clergyman, and hap- 
piness is meted out to all those deserving 
and the wicked are duly disconcerted. 

George Nichols played the tramp with 
quietness and restraint, eliminating all ob- 
jectionable features, so y within his 
reach. Goldwin Patton, as the minister, 
preached both in and out of the pulpit. Miss 
Pauline Eckhart was womanly and sym pa- 
thetic as Grace Barrett, and Miss Virginia 
Fairfax won much approval for her presenta- 
tion of a vixenish maiden of uncertain years. 
The other roles were handled in a manner 
conventional and generally acceptable.

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There is no treatment a veil could receive 
more harmful to its shape than rolling it up, 
thrusting a pin into its meshes, and tossing 
it into the dresser drawer. To a dainty 
woman the suggestion for a vell case will 
make an instant appeal. First measure the 
width of the veil—veiling is nearly always 
the same—and purchase a bit of brocade ex- 
actly as long and the usual eighteen inches 
wide. Measure a piece of china silk, any 
color preferred, tack it to perfumed wad- 
Ging, and line the brocade with it. Violet 
or heliotrope sachet is more lasting and fra- 
grant than almost any others. When fin- 
ished put a fine silk cord all around the case, 
twisting it into three loops at the corners. 
Then sew satin ribbons the color of the cord 
to the two sides to tie. Spread the veile neat- 
ly, folding over if too long, and fold the case 
into halves of nine inches, tying the sides 
together. This not only keeps them neat but 
perfumes them. 

To launder a plain white chiffon veil make 
a lather of any good white soap and warm 
water. Waeh the chiffon, ruhbing the soiled 
spots lightly. Repeat and then rinse until 
free from the soap, squeezing rather than 
wringing. To tnerease the white look drop 
a piece of bluing into the last water, prese 
as dry as possible in a soft towel, then open 
and clap by taking one end in each hand, 
holding them far apart, and bringing them 
together with the motion of clapping hands. 
It is in this manner that clear starchers do 
up fine muslins and laces and, if properly 
handled, will leave the veil free from spots 
of water. Spread carefully on a long board 
or a clean cover laid on the bed, pinning the 
ends and the edges straight and even every 
few inches. In half an hour the veil will be 
dry and ready to wear.

Ribbons for Neckwear. 


How many of us continually are throwing 
away old ribbons, taken from discarded hats 
and waists, thinking them worthless? I 
always take my ribbons, wash and press 
them carefully and then measure a neck 
length, after which I tuck the ribbon four or 
five times, according to the width of it. After 
finishing off the ends, I baste over all some 
dainty little turnover, allowing about one 
inch of the ribbon to show, and the neck piece 
is finished. Making a number of these in 
other pretty colors always makes my walsts 
look neat and dainty. Besides they do not 
take much time and labor.

Care of Gloves.

MAKE BIG GAINS. 


Heavy Liquidation Gives Val- 
ues a Sharp Setback. for 
the Week. 


= | HARVESTIN G IN KANSAS. 


Trade Eagerly Awaits Returns 
from Fields Where Reapers 
Are Working. 


Operations in the wheat market last week 
were in the nature of a bearish procession, 
with occasional halts for wind” and a few 
mild suggestions of retreat. Sentiment as 
expressed by pit developments was distinct- 
ly pessimistic, although the week end found 
many à trader recognized as conservative 
in his deductions hugging the belief tuat 
conditions in general did not warrant much 
more of a recession in values. The great 
fear of overwhelming liquidation of the July 
hovered as a specter over the market all 
week, frightening away outsiders who con- 
tributed so generously to the strength shown 
last month and curbing the aggressiveness 
of professionals who can see nothing but an 
ultimate uprising of prices. 

Nervous throughout and excited at times, 
the market moved within a range of 9%c— 
between 88c and 97%c fer the July. The 
final quotations on Saturday showed net de- 
clines from those of the previous Saturday 
of 6%@7%c, the nearer months showing weak- 
est. The week was generous in its “news” 
offerings. Foremost among the matters of 
interest was the issuance of the government's 
June report, which, while bullish as com- 
pared to the showing made a year ago, was 
given bearish construction, chiefly because it 
Was not as bullish as had been expected. 
Calculating on the popular basis, the Wash- 
ington statement indicated a total winter 
and spring yield of about 615,000,000 bu, 
compared to an outturn last year of approx- 
imately 735,000,000 bu. Students argued 
that, inasmuch as the government figured on 
the May 1 acreage, the figures were too 
high on winter wheat conditions. Accord- 
ing to Secretary Coburn of the Kansas 
board, the condition of wheat in the Sun- 
flower state was 56. The government made 
it 60, and did not take into consideration 
the abandonment of 21 per cent of the acre- 
age sown. Nor did the government consider 
the dbandonment of acreage since May 1 
in any other sectjon of the winter wheat 

country. 


Big Traders wees Market. 

Some of the big professionals concluded 
that, with stocks of old crop wheat so heavy, 
the demand for red winter from abroad so 
frail, and the general crop conditions show- 
ing improvement as a result of better weath- 
er, the market was at a false level. They 
backed up their permet Ned by unloading on 
an enormous scale, fairly swamping those 
who would stand in their way. 

There are many in the trade who cannot 
figure that conditions in the spring wheat 
country necesssarily are bullish. The gov- 
ernment gave a mateflally lower condition 
than prevailed at this time last year and 
estimated a decrease of about 7 per cent in 
the acreage. They point out that the crop is 
from three weeks to a month late and that it 
is face to face with the vicissitudes of a full 
season. Harvesting of winter wheat has 
begun in the southwest, with reports on re- 
sults varying. The outturn in Oklahoma has 
been light, fully maintaining previous ex- 
pectations. In parts of Kansas thus far 
touched by the reapers the returns have been 
of a sort to cheer both bulls and bears. Late 
in the week, while all the country was enjoy- 
ing its first dose of real, unadulterated sum- 
mer, high, hot winds were said to be work- 
ing against wheat in Kansas, the grain being 
baked in the milk. Some advices received 
on Saturday also indicated that harveat re- 
turns from sections that were expected to 
make good showings were disappointing. 

Foreign Conditions Unfavorable. 

Generally speaking, conditions in Euro- 
pean wheat countries are far from what 
they should be at this time of the year, and 
it is conceded by conservative students that 
the shortage across the water in all the im- 
portant grains will be pronounced. Based 
on the latest reports, official and semi-offi- 
cial, the world’s yield of wheat promises 
to show a shortage of fully 400,000,000 bu. 

June is a very bad month to bull wheat 
in,“ said a trader, and I believe that from 
now until the first of July operations will 
be largely of a scalping character. It is 
no time for the little fellow to get gay. Some 
of the big bugs are professedly bearish, and 
there is no telling what they might do in 
a fortnight. Eventually I believe that wheat 
values will work higher. The crops will be 
abnormally short. The bull spirit will be- 
gin to rise again when the harvesters work 
farther north. The winter wheat shortage 
in the first week of July will more than dis- 
count the heavy holdings here. Intrinsic- 
ally, wheat is worth every penny it is bring- 
ing, and, while money and muscle will keep 
values from rising, the time must come when 
a higher level will be established. Even in 
the black rust year, when prices were given 
very high elevation, the indicated total 
yield was but little more than 50,000,000 bu 
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under that calculated on the 
gures issued on the 10th of this

Weather Depresses Corn Values. 

Improved weather, the weakness in wheat, 
and generous arrivals were factors which 
worked for weakness ir ia last week's corn 
market. The market displayed soundness up 
to late in the week, when some of the big 
speculators got busy with their hammers, but 
much of the losses finally were recovered. 
It is generally admitted that the crop is back- 
ward, but the better weather is expected to 
do wonders with the wares plant. The 
decline in values reflected the willingness of 
easterners and foreigners to buy, big busi- 

nes& being done at the sample tables. The 
east is said to be light in its stocks, and 
men who have made a survey of the general 
situation declare that the time is not far off 
when it will have to buy much more freely 
in the west to meet its hand to mouth re- 
quirements. Farmers apparently are lightly 
disposed to sell freely at prices prevailing, 
the week’s bids sent out from here receiving 
poor response. Final pit prices ed 
net declines of 1%@1%c, as compared to 
of the week before. 


Bears Win in Oats Mart. 


Bearish construction of the government re- 
port, which indicated a total yield of about 
925,000,000 bu, against an outturn of 965,- 
000,000 bu last year, improved weather, and 
the weakness in the other grains worked for 
4 backset in oats values. The Washington 
statement indicated an increase of about 532, - 
000 acres in the oats area. The scarcity of 
old crop grain is pronounced in all sections 
of the country and lately there has been an 
awakening of the general shipping demand. 
There are many in the trade who believe 
that with the July out of the way the more 
deferred months stand a good chance to 
— higher. In view of the constantly in- 

ing consumptive demands and the pre- 
dict shortage in the hay crép, men who de- 
vote their sole attention to the market believe 
that the grain is a purchase on all sugges- 
tions of weakness. The crop, while show- 
ing better under the influence of improved 
weather, is admittedly backward. “ Green 
bugs continue to harass sections of IIII- 
nois, Indiana, and Iowa, the result of their 
invasion being big damage. Final pit quota- 
tions showed declines of 24@4%c, as com- 
pared to those of the week before. 


Provision List Is Lower. 


Throughout the greater part of the week 
the provision market ruled weaker, with 
sentiment increasingly bearish. Principal 
attention was accorded lard, which was se- 
verely hammered by some of the big pro- 
fessionals, principally on increasing stocks, 
a rather disappointing general cash demand, 
and better weighing hogs. The run of hogs 
west continues liberal and advices from the 
country indicate that the movement w. 
not vary much in the near future. There 
are many in the trade who, however, be- 
lieve that September and October lard are 
purchases on any further recessions. 


Live Stock Loses Strength. 


Weakness characterized the general live 
stock market last week. The arrivals of 
hogs and cattle have been more than suffi- 
cient to meet current requirements, and 
prices for stock on the hoof have shown a 
tendency to seek lower-levels. It is figured 
that the decline cattle values the last 
week will prompt kmen to await a rally 
before marketing freely. Some of tne lead- 
ing stockyards interests advise shipping all 
Kinds of butcher cattle for this week’s mar- 
ket, figuring that even at the decline they 
are bringing more than can be expected 
when the Texas stock begins to come in 
freely. In the neighborhood of 150,000 hogs 
were marketed last week, compared to about 
163,500 the corresponding period last year.

Slow Up in Spite of Prom- 
ising Condition of Crops. 


RAILWAYS ARE HARD UP. 


J.J. Hill Thinks Roads Must Ask 
for Backing of the United 
States Government. 


General market conditions show no im- 
provement, While the steel industries con- 
tinue in apparently the most prosperous con- 
dition, the opinion outside steel circles is that 
a business slowup is inevitable. 

New York heads in this opinion, supple- 
mented in the west by the views of James J. 
Hill. Mr. Hill says the crops look good, but 
money is so hard to get that the railroads 
Will be forced eventually to ask for the credit 
of the United States government in order to 
help them secure necessary funds. Mr. Hill, 
like Mr. Harriman and other large railroad 
interests, is desirous of seeing conditions 
which will mean easier money, for through 
no other cause will the railroads be able to 
get fresh capital to the extent required. 

The 2 cent rate in several states is working 
a perceptible diminution in income. Some 
of the larger roads, however, persist in in- 
creasing dividends while crying for cash. If 
the New York stock market were not such 
an important factor in the financing of the 
railroads there would not be such a strenu- 


| ous call for capital. 


It is stating no more than the truth to say 
that in spite of needs for improvements the 
railroad managers, not the stockholders, 
vote increases in dividends for the simple 
purpose of self-enrichment in the New York 
market. The cry of stock gamblers ’’ is one 
easily shouted by those who may assert what 
they do not know. But it must be considered 
as true that, while the men operating 
railroads may be highly competent for th 
function, they are also stock gamblers in en. 
truest sense. 


Original Holders Well Repaid. 

Those who furnished funds for the building 
of railroads when railroad building was ex- 
perimental,-or who built railroads in territory 
whose resources might be considered a mat- 
ter of speculation, were entitled to large re- 
turns for their courage. Such returns have 
been abundantly received by those who 
staid with the enterprises. 

The latter day stockholder who goes Into 
the market is not entitled to the considera- 
tiom due to the maker of hazardous invest- 
ment. He assumes no special risk, and has 
no right to be specially considered: The 
managers of railroads who buy large quanti- 
ties of securities on margin and then vote 


dende in order to raise market prices are 
themselves creating a situation they now de- 
plore. 

The effort to get something for nothing 
for the enhancement of a personal fortune at 
the expenses of the public generally is one 
which in a country like this will bring its 
own reward. It has already brought it in 
the form of investigations, reduced rates, 
injured credit, and government.supervision. 

This has been brought about, not Dy the 
great body of stockholders in the rai ‘ 
but by a few of the dominating interests who 
control the roads from Wall street and op- 
erate and finance them with a view to their 
own profit. When Wall street shall cease 
to be the headquarters of the railroads there 
will be less antagonistic public sentiment. 
It ie the stock market financiers who now 
direct railroad policies. The ordinary rail- 
road president is merely an operating man. 
There are about four real railroad presidents 
in the country. 


Outlook Not Encouraging. 


The immediate outlook for the market 
offers nothing specially encouraging. There 
is an absence of buying power because of 
the crippled condition of the men of means. 
E. H. Harriman is credited with being the 
one man in New York who has courage and 
is willing to back his belief in the properties 
he controls. 

Mr. Harriman himself, however, would 
like to see lower interest rates. He cannot 
foresee what crops will be in the future, but 
with average conditions obtaining he has 
shown himself possessed of the highest qual- 
ity of foresight. He took the Union Pacific 
railroad when its common stock was worth 
$6.00 a share. He created values, with the 
ald of good times, which bring a return of 
about 10 per cent on this same apparently 
worthless common stock. He was able todo 
this because he foresaw that with normal 
conditions the property could be developed 
to the position it now ejnoys. 


Bank Statement. 

The bank statement on Saturday was not a 
favorable factor in the market. There were 
losses in both cash and deposits. There wasa 
smal! decrease in loans. The loss in cash was 
$2,683,200, while the decrease in deposits was 
$4,869,200. Compared with last year deposits 
are showing an increase, although they are 
still below the figures of 1905. The stock 
market on the appearance of the figures 
worked lower.
